A FURIOUS pensioner has 
criticised Princess Alexandra 
Hospital after pharmacists 
sent him home with another 
patient’s drugs 
Robert Brewington (66), of Hull 
Grove, Harlow, was issued with 
drugs intended for someone 
else after handing in his 
preseription at the on-site 
pharmaey. 

Earlier in the day he had 
attended the hospital for an 
angiogram - an X-ray of 
blood vessels - after which 
doctors prescribed him tablets 
for his heart and stomach. 

But when he returned home

and checked the dosage instructions for 
the pills, he was shocked to discover he 
had been given drugs intended for 
another patient suffering from a com¬ 
pletely different illness. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I put on 
my glasses and checked the labels on 
the tablets,” he told the Star. “There 
was some other bloke’s name and 
address on every one of the boxes. 

“God only Imows what these pills 
were for or what would have happened 
if I hadn’t checked first. I probably 
would have ended up back in hospital.” 

When Mr Brewington returned to 
PAH the following day to hand back 
the pills and pick up his correct pre¬ 


scription, he was left fuming when 
pharmacy staff failed to apologise for 
their mistake 

“I thought it was disgusting that the 
pharmacist couldn’t even be bothered 
to give me an apology,” he said. “It was 
surely their fault. 

“\^at I want to know is how they 
could get this so wrong in the first 
place. Did the chap whose pills I’d been 
given get mine? This could have been a 
matter of life and death for all I know.” 

This week a hospital spokesman 
acknowledged there had been a mis¬ 
take and apologised to Mr Brewington 
for what he described as the “slip-up”. 

“We would like to assure Mr 
Brewington that this incident is cur¬ 
rently being investigated to ensure it 
does not happen again,” he added.

only be picked up on a fortnight¬ 
ly basis. 

The proposed changes, which 
would come in after April 2009 
when the counciTs existing 
refuse contract expires, are to be 
considered by the environment 
and community committee in 
the summer. 

While the previous Labour/ 
Liberal Democrat coalition at 
the council guaranteed the 
future of the weekly black sack 
refuse collection, the new 
Conservative administration 
elected earlier this month has 
only pledged to retain weekly 
collections of food waste. 

Harlow Council confirmed 
this week that a preferred option 
had been adopted by the work¬ 
ing group but refused to disclose 
any details of it. 

The possible change has led 
to fears that wheeled bins could 


become health hazards during 
the summer months. 

Opposition councillor and 
former joint council leader Tony 
Durcan (Labour) said: “A lot of 
food wrapping is not recyclable. 
If that kind of waste is hanging 
around for up to a fortnight 
throughout the summer it’s 
going to cause problems.” 

He added: “Aside from hyg¬ 
iene concerns, Harlow is simply 
not designed for wheeled bins. 
This isn’t Uttlesford or Epping 
Forest, it’s a new town designed 
with some core principles. 

“We’ll be saying goodbye to 
Sir Frederick Gibberd’s princi¬ 
ples of open areas and turning 
our front gardens into a sea of 
green plastic wheeled bins with 
house numbers painted on them 
in big white letters. I don’t think 
people want that.”

Keeping the Press at arm's length 


D erek Hawes’ recent 
contribution, recalling 
the large public meetings 
which took place in 
Harlow, jogged memories 
for two correspondents. 
Former Star journalist 
Bridget McAlpine 
remembers working with 
Mr Hawes back in the 
early 1970s. “When I 
joined the old Harlow 
Gazette, Derek was press 
officer for Harlow 
Council,which in those 
days did not allow the 


press and public to attend 
its committee meetings. 

“It sounds incredible now, 
but we were only allowed 
to attend the full council 
meetings which were, in 
effect, just a rubber-stamp. 
“To get any information 
on committee 
proceedings, reporters had 
to troop along to Derek’s 
office the following day 
and he would give us a 
resume of what had 
occurred. 

“It took a change in local 


government regulations to 
force the council to open 
up its committees.” 
Meanwhile, Ron Bill also 
recalls some of the lively 
gatherings to which Mr 
Hawes referred and 
provided Nostalgia with 
the programme of one 
which he organised: 
‘Poverty "’ll - A 
Community Conference’. 
The introduction reads: 
“During the last decade as 
our ‘affluent society’ has 
outwardly manifested 


many signs of improving 
living standards, the 
relative position of 
families in poverty has 
declined. Despite various 
new policies introduced 
by successive 
Governments, the number 
of families in poverty 
continues to increase. In 
the present economic 
situation this trend is 
accentuated. 

“This conference is called 
in response to this 
situation.” 


Visit to town 
by Supermac

H arlow has had the 
pleasure of 
welcoming several 
Prime Ministers over the 
years, the most recent being 
Gordon Brown who turned 
up on the very day he was 
appointed. 

But reader Sheila Hiller 
remembers a mueh earlier 
resident of 10 Downing Street, 
Harold Maemillan, arriving for a 
visit baek in 1959. 

Mrs Hiller, of Upper Park, was vice 
chairwoman of Harlow’s YMCA 
when it launched the town’s first 
Holiday Play Scheme in 1956. 

By 1959, the scheme had grown 
significantly to use four playing 
fields and ‘Supermac’, as the PM 
was nicknamed, insisted on having a 
look while he was here. 

Our picture shows Mr Macmillan 
presenting prizes to the winners of a 
netball competition. The lady in the 
spotted dress is Mrs Hiller but we 
have been unable to identify the 
girl. 

“Mr Macmillan toured the fields 
and presented prizes at The 
Dashes,” recalls Mrs Hiller. “He 
was given a deep crimson carnation, 



which had been provided free of 
charge to the Y by Country 
Gardens. 

“A volunteer, Mr Willis, refereed 
the boys’ football on the day of the 
Prime Minister’s visit. Mr 
Macmillan spoke to all the 
competitors after the netball 
competition, saying how proud they 
should be to be growing up in such 
a beautiful new town.” 


She continued: “Eventually, the Y 
handed over the Play Scheme to 
Harlow Council, but the idea and its 
success stemmed from voluntary 
work and the work of local teachers 
and others who enrolled to help in 
the holidays. 

“In summer 1960 the summer 
holiday scheme was organised by 
George Torkildsen, who went on to 
run th^e Harlow Sportcentre.”

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Killer's sentence 
'is no deterrent'

THE mother of a Harlow man kill¬ 
ed by a former boxer during a vio¬ 
lent brawl has lashed out at the 
British justice system for failing 
her son. 

Tina Clark (48), of Tithelands, said 
she was horrified that Colin Ansell, who 
had previous eonvietions for violenee, 
was senteneed to just six-and-a-half 
years in jail for the manslaughter of her 
son, Lee Williams 

Speaking to the Star this week, she said 
she felt let down by the Crown Proseeution 
Service and was sickened by the fact her 
son’s killer could be out of prison in as little 
as two years. 

“The fact that Colin Ansell had a history of 
violence and crime showed what sort of man 
he is and for me to have to accept that he 
could be out of prison and back with his fam¬ 
ily in as little as two years is very hard,” she 
said. 

“This seems to be becoming an epidemic 
in this country. Every time you look at the 
papers there’s news of another murder. I think 
the justice system is failing the victims of 
these terrible crimes.” 

Mr Williams (26) died after being punched 


at least twice by Ansell in an altercation in 
The Hides on April 15 last year. 

Ansell (29), of Pittmans Field, Harlow, 
was sentenced at Chelmsford Crown Court 
which had earlier been told Mr Williams 
started the fight that led to his death follow¬ 
ing a confrontation with one of Ansell’s 
friends outside a nightclub in Harlow town 
centre earlier the same night - a claim that 
Mrs Clark disputes. 

“I know that people will expect me to say 


this because I’m his mum but I’m sure Lee 
would never have gone as far as that man did 
in killing him,” she said. “He was a lovely lad 
with a good heart who always worked hard 
and had lots of loyal friends. 

“I will do and say anything I can to help 
support families who, like mine, are ripped 
apart by horrible crimes like this. It’s time for 
the courts to send out a clear message to the 
thugs responsible otherwise things are just 
going to get worse.”

Factory workers fooled 
by a copycat blackbird 


WORKERS at a factory in 
Harlow are being driven to 
distraction by a blackbird 
imitating sounds from its 
surroundings. 

The bird’s chirps have 
been mistaken for reversing 
lorries, mobile phones and 
even forklift truck signals. 

Staff at chemical manu¬ 
facturers Yule Catto, in 
Edinburgh Way, say it is so 
realistic they have been 
fooled into thinking deliver¬ 
ies have arrived when it 
sings. 

“It’s driving some of the 
staff up the wall,” said 
research and development 
engineer Ian Stradling. 
“Some of the office staff 
have even asked for us to 
tell the lorry drivers to stop 
reversing all the time 
because they can’t concen¬ 
trate on their work. 

“Making his sounds in 
the car park is his favourite 
and it is amazing as you 


really cannot tell the differ¬ 
ence between the bird and 
the real thing.” 

The Eurasian blackbird is 
well known for mimicking 
sounds. One even appeared 
on a CD compiled by the 
British Library in 2006 for 
sounding like a computer 
modem.

Experts say the behaviour 
is quite common, particular¬ 
ly among birds in captivity 
which often learn to copy 
the voice of their owners for 
rewards. 

However, Mr Stradling 
said: “It is quite possible 
this bird is going to cause 
absolute mayhem.” 


MP faces wrath of pro-life lobby 


PRO-LIFE campaigners have vowed to put 
up a candidate in Harlow at the next General 
Election after town MP Bill Rammell voted 
against a reduction in the time limit for legal 
abortions. 

MPs rejected a bid to lower the time limit 
for termination from 24 weeks to either 22 or 
20 - and Mr Rammell was among those who 
opposed the move. 

Those in favour of the change said it was 
necessary because advances in science meant 
a baby born prematurely at 23 or 24 weeks 
can now survive to live a normal, healthy life. 

The Alive and Kicking Alliance has now 
announced it will stand in a number of mar¬ 
ginal seats where MPs voted for the status 
quo, including Harlow where Mr Rammell 


will be defending a majority of 97. 

A campaign spokesman said: “In many 
cases if we affect only a few hundred votes 
that will be enough.” 

But Mr Rammell attacked the move as dis¬ 
tasteful, adding: “I think most people recog¬ 
nise that votes on abortion are a matter of 
conscience. 

“I don’t believe people want American- 
style politics where anti- or pro-life cam¬ 
paigners have such a hold on Government. 

“Abortion is awful and both through better 
family planning and better availability of 
adoption I would like to see the number of 
abortions reduced. However, I also believe 
women have the right to choose which is why 
I voted the way I did.”

[Drugs raid

FIVE people were arrested after 
50 police and sniffer dogs raided a 
young people’s accommodation 
block in Harlow as part of an anti¬ 
drugs operation. 

Plain-clothed and uniformed officers 
swooped on the flats at Occasio House in 
the town centre at about 7pm on 
Thursday after obtaining 18 arrest war¬ 
rants issued by the courts. 

The five people arrested were suspected of 
various offenees ineluding possession of drugs 
and handling stolen goods. 

People going in and out of the building 
were systematically searched for drugs and 
weapons. 

Tlie operation - codenamed Firestorm — 
was mounted during National Taekling Drugs 
Week and involved officers from Essex 
Poliee’s western division. It was designed to 
target people suspected of being involved in 
drug-related erime. 

Deteetive Inspector Denise Morrissey, who 
headed the operation said: “Over the past year 
174 incidents sueh as anti-social behaviour 
and drugs have been reported in Harlow. 

“The purpose of the operation was to deteet

Of the five people arrested, a 25-year-old 
man was released on poliee bail until July 11 
pending further inquires after being arrested in 
suspieion of possessing Class A drugs and 
handling stolen goods, a 19-year-old man was 
charged with possession of cannabis and 
released on bail to appear at Harlow Court 
next month, a 21-year-old man was cautioned 
for a eannabis offenee, al7-year-old man was 
taken into custody on suspicion of handling 
stolen goods but later released without eharge, 
and a 24-year-old man arrested on suspicion 
of assault was released on poliee bail until July 
23 pending further inquires.

Church rebuild 
to include flats 


A CRUMBLING church 
building in need of thou¬ 
sands of pounds of main¬ 
tenance could be demol¬ 
ished and rebuilt as part 
of a new housing devel¬ 
opment. 

Plans submitted to Harlow 
Council would see the 40- 
year-old Lutheran Church of 
the Redeemer, in Bush Fair, 
replaced with a new place of 
worship and 14 flats.

The philosophy behind neighbourhood policing is to 
have the right people, in the right places, in the right 
numbers, in order to create neighbourhoods that are 
safe and feel safe. 

Each neighbourhood policing team (NPT) has a 
designated single point of contact, known as a 
neighbourhood specialist officer (NSO). 

Numerous beat surgeries and public meetings are 
held across Essex giving residents the opportunity 
to pop in and talk to their local officers. 

For details go to www.essex.police.uk/yourarea 
Not everyone will be able to get to the surgeries, 
so Essex Police has a number of methods to suit 
everyone's preferred means of communication and 
to keep them up-to-date with relevant information. 
Using the internet you can find out the name of your 


NSO by logging on to www.essex.police.uk/yourarea 
and entering your postcode. You will also find contact 
details, local news, dates of meetings, police station 
opening hours and a means of submitting information 
or questions to your neighbourhood team. You can also 
subscribe to the monthly newsletter'Upbeat'.

Each of the neighbourhood policing teams has its own 
mobile telephone that you can ring to discuss local 
concerns.

The new faeilities for sixth form subjeets, 
performing arts and eatering were truly impressive. 
It is apparent that no expense is being spared in 
terms of Government money being poured into 
faeilties to provide the essential infrastrueture that 
learners need. 

It is, therefore, all the more remarkable that the 
quality of edueation provided at the eollege is not 
adequate and that the results are so dire. One thing 
is eertain, the prineipal eannot possibly blame a 
laek of resources or funding. 

Many serious concerns were raised at the meeting at 
Harlow College and the principal himself seemed to 
acknowledge the folly of ‘Subject Days’ where he 
had timetaWed students to study the same subject 
all day. He conceded that subjects which take place 
only on Mondays are suffering because of the bank 
holidays in May. 

Now I learn that students are being withdrawn from 
exams because they are likely to fail them and 
being transferred on to very short courses which 
will give them a certificate for a simple 
assignments they cannot fail after a few hours 
training. Because the students have been transferred 
rather than withdrawn, their original failure to 
complete the A-level course will not be recorded in 
the success rate data. 

This is not putting the students at the heart of the 
college. It is a cynical manipulation of data that 
obscures the reality of a public service letting down 
its students. Mr Hindmarch has all the money he 
wants, all the facilities, the staff he wants and the 
support of the minister and governing board. 

Sixteen months ago, Mr Hindmarch said that he 
would not send a child of his to Harlow College 
because of the faults it had. Now he has got the 
college he wants, would he reconsider? Moreover, 
would Bill Rammell ever put a child of his into a 
college run by Mr Hindmarch?

It's not vigilantes

However, Mrs Odell’s arguments in favour of the 
proposed mosque fell away completely when she 
basically accused everyone else in the room of 
being racist. This was the only real time that the 
meeting in any way turned hostile as people took 
immediate umbrage against this accusation. 

There was also absolutely no mention at all to 
muslims being referred to as “monsters” as 
perhaps being implied by Mr Jackson in his 
bizarre reference to the gipsies and travellers site 
issue 40 years ago. 

The attendees at the meeting never once made 
direct reference to opposing the application on the 
grounds of race or religion. The opposition was 
based on sound arguments that included, amongst 
others, unsuitabilty because of parking and traffic 
congestion in the immediate area, the building not 
being in keeping with the local vicinity and the 
application for change of use to Class D1 does not 
allow for any residential use although the plans 
included accommodation for the resident Imam. 
The nearest that any objection got to religious 
beliefs was by reference to the body washing area 
included in the plans. Many people thought it 
inappropriate that a facility for washing the 
deceased should be sited so close to a junior 
school. 

The part of Jerounds we live in has a shortcut 
through it and is used by lots of people as a 
thoroughfare.

Well one has been filmed 
doing just that for a full 45 
seconds. 

The amazing footage, taken by a 
film crew in Japan, shows the 
creature gliding above the sea for a 
staggering length of time before 
disapperaing below the surface 
Believe it or not flying fish are 
common in warm or tropical waters 
and are regularly seen in flight for a 
few seconds at a time. 

They have long fins which act like 
wings and they create thrust by 
waggling their tails along the water.

According to some sources, flying 
fish are said to be able to almost 
double their speed by flapping their 
'wings', reaching speeds of up to 
40mph. There have also been 
reports of fish soaring hundreds of 
metres into the air.

Time's up for 
market trader

ONE of Harlow’s longest- 
serving traders will soon be 
packing up his wares for the 
last time after his business 
stalled in the town’s ailing 
market. 

Howard Green (53), the owner of 
Howard’s wateh repair stall, has 
worked the market for more than 
30 years, taking over the business 
from his father-in-law, market 
founding member Bemie 
Sharpstone, 15 years ago. 
Originally named Bernie’s, the booth 
has stood in Market Square for 52 
years but now Mr Green - who is 
also the chairman of the Market 
Traders’ Association - cannot afford 
to keep it running after alarming 
drops in his revenue forced him to 
look for another job. 

“I can remember a time when we 
had so many customers we didn’t 
even have time for a tea break from 
opening until closing time,” he said. 
“Now I’m lucky to get a couple of 
customers in a day. It’s such a shame 
that it’s come to this but if I carried 
on with the stall I wouldn’t be able to 
pay my mortgage bills.” 

Mr Green claims that a substantial 
drop in the number of shoppers 
visiting the Market Square area of 
town was partly to blame for his 
struggle and criticised the council’s 
refusal to relocate the market to a 
more suitable position. 


“I have tried to get the council to 
listen to the needs and wants of both 
the market traders and the public and 
get the market relocated up to Broad 
Walk, but all to no avail. 

“It wouldn’t only benefit us, it would 
be of reciprocal benefit to the 
shopkeepers; we could feed off each 
other. But even if things change 
under this new council 
administration it’s come too late for 
me and no doubt it will be too late 
for others. 

“The way we’ve been treated by the 
council over the years - and this 
market has been in serious decline 
for a long time now - is appalling. If 


it wasn’t for the market, which used 
to be the lifeblood of the town, 
Harlow wouldn’t even be here today.” 
A Harlow Council spokesman said: 
“Proposals are currently being 
worked up for the regeneration of the 
northern part of the town centre 
which will include proposals to 
enhance the market. 

“Discussions have and will continue 
to take place with market traders 
both on these long-term plans and 
how we can best support the market 
in the short term. 

“The council has also started to 
distribute leaflets to attract more 
traders to the market.”

IN their second visit to this church in 
as many months, Harlow Chorus 
performed a mix of traditional choral 
music by Brahms, a 19th century 
interpretation of Bavarian folk tunes 
by Edward Elgar and the 20th 
century jazz of George Shearing.

and co-operation between these two 
accomplished pianists. 

Daniel Hyde, the relatively new 
musical director of Harlow Chorus, 
then took the stage, giving the 
audience an overview of Brahms’ 
Liebeslieder Waltzes, describing 
them as visions of courtly love. 

This set the scene perfectly for the 
Chorus to deliver the German lyrics 
clearly and in harmony, setting out 


the first steps in courtship, through 
the frustration and confusion of these 
new feelings and on to the 
engagement with the bewildering 
array of emotions this brings with it. 
The piece by Mike Cornick, a 
contemporary British jazz composer, 
was entitled Latin Suite For Piano 
Duet, in three movements which 
moved effortlessly through the styles 
of the beguine, the slow tango and 
the conga.

The Chameleons (double album, Blue Apple)

Bad seeds yield harvest of sorrow 


BEFORE THE DEVIL KNOWS YOU’RE 
DEAD 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

Veteran director Sidney Lumet puts a fresh spin on 
the old heist-gone-wrong formula by using it to 
detonate a family’s hidden rage and deceit. 

Andy (Philip Seymour Hoffman) is an outwardly 
successful executive with a beautiful wife and flash 
lifestyle, but he’s been dipping his fingers deep into 
the company’s coffers to fund a sizeable drugs habit 
and looks ripe to go down in flames as the auditors 
arrive. 

His somewhat gormless but amiable younger brother 
Hank (Ethan Hawke) is struggling to put his bratty 
daughter through expensive private education and is 
behind on payments to his hostile ex; he’s also 
drinking way too much and having an affair with 
Andy’s wife. 

Andy lights the fuse to this unstable power keg when 
he hits on the idea of robbing their parents’ jewellery 
store - nobody gets hurt, mum and dad get the 
insurance and the brothers get out from under 
financial ruin. 

But when Hank quails and enlists a small time crook 
to help him out with the raid, it all goes to Hell in a 
handcart as his accomplice and mother fatally shoot 
each other. 

Both Hoffman and Hawke give excellent 
performances, the former charting Andy’s volcanic 
unravelling with a palpable suffocating tension, and 
they’re well matched with a somewhat over-the-top 
but credible turn from Albert Finney as their 
distraught and vengeful father. 

The narrative unfolds in back-and-forth jumps of 
time, a structural device which works well in the first 
act although it becomes a bit over-used; nevertheless, 
this is masterfully taut film-making and a superb 
showcase for the varied talents of its leads.

JAMAICA INN 

(Network, 12, retail) 

Daphne Du Maurier’s atmospheric ripping yarn of 
wreckers and smuggling in early 19th century 
Cornwall is well translated in this 1983 mini-series. 
Jane Seymour is Mary, a young woman whose 
seafaring father is killed by wreckers when his vessel 
is lured onto the rocks for its cargo and whose 
mother expires shortly thereafter from grief. 

Propelled into the care of her unbalanced aunt 
Patience (Billie Whitelaw) and half-insane alcoholic 
uncle Joss (the magnificent Patrick McGoohan) at 
remote Jamaica Inn, she slowly comes to realise that 
her new home in the wilds of Bodmin Moor is the 
centre of a criminal ring and the scene of much 
plotting and bloody murder. 

Seymour is perhaps too ridiculously pretty to 
convince as Mary, but otherwise makes a good job of 
playing the Bronte-esque heroine, while Whitelaw 
and McGoohan both deliver memorable 
performances as eccentric gothic grotesques and 
Trevor Eve makes an effective counterbalance as Joss’ 
roguish but likeable sibling. 

Director Derek Marlow plays to the story’s strengths, 
making excellent use of the wild locations and 
shooting as if he’s making a ghost story for added 
ambience.

THE DEATHS OF IAN STONE 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

Poor tan Stone - after escorting his girlfriend home 
following a hockey match, he encounters a strange 
bundle at a level crossing and, getting out to 
investigate, is promptly hurled in front of a train. 

But death is just the start of his troubles as he snaps 
to in another life only to brutally murdered by some 
sort of shape-shifting creature, and the pattern goes 
around again and again, each new life giving him just 
enough time to snatch a few fragments of information 
about what’s really going on before he’s back on the 
slab again. 

It seems his tormentors are supernatural creatures 
thriving on human fear who have discovered that 
scaring people to death is too good a rush to quit and 
who can’t be hurt - except tan (Mike Vogel) managed 
to kill one of their number and they’re hurling him 
from one death to another in a bid to find out just 
how he did it. 

Director Dario Piana makes a good job of fusing 
elements of horror with science fiction in a fast-paced 
film whose shifting realities give it strong overtones of 
Dark City and The Butterfly Effect, and he uses his 
creatures sparingly enough to lend them a real 
menace.

WALK HARD: THE DEWEY COX STORY 

(Sony Pictures, 15, retail & rental) 

John C Reilly stars in this mockumentary charting the 
rise, fall and rise of fictitious musician Dewey Cox. 

Cox is largely an amalgam of Johnny Cash and Jerry 
Lee Lewis and his story appropriates bite-sized 


chunks of their careers as he battles booze and his 
womanising ways while constantly being re-invented 
for each new musical era. 

There’s plenty of scope and enough biopics such as 
Walk The Line and Great Balls Of Fire to provide the 
material for lampoonery while giving the audience a 
familiar narrative template. 

But while Reilly does an excellent job, this is a long 
way from the sharp observation and laugh-out-loud 
hilarity of This Is Spinal Tap and seems content 
merely to poke broad fun at the pomposity of its 
cinematic sources.

THE KILL POINT 

(Lionsgate UK, 15, retail) 

The criminally underrated John Leguizamo finally gets 
to show the extent of his dramatic chops as the leader 
of a group of disgruntled Iraq war veterans who 
decide Uncle Sam owes them big time and embark 
on bank robbery to square the debt. 

Naturally, it goes wrong and they find themselves 
pinned inside the bank with a disparate group of 
hostages and Donnie Wahlberg’s grammar-obsessed 
cop negotiator on the phone, while in the wings a 
shady millionaire takes his own steps to get his 
celebrity daughter out, department politics sees the 
FBI choppered in and the gang’s own friends on the 
outside start planning to get them out. 

Stretching a bank heist over eight episodes might 
seem a tall order, but the quality of writing, direction 
and performance are never less than thoroughly 
compelling.

Not, as their name might suggest, the latest pseudo- 
Satanist knuckleheads to emerge from the burgeoning 
Norwegian death metal scene; these Southern gents 
are, in fact, Tom Petty’s first psych country band who 
released one single back in the ’70s before parting 


company. Fast forward 35 years and Petty decides to 
reunite with his old chums to release the debut album 
that never was - a haunting, born-on-the-bayou slice 
of gothic Americana that holds its own among The 
Heartbreakers’ finest. Organ-drenched epic Crystal 
River is Creedence and The Grateful Dead waltzing on 
the moon, while Bootleg Flyer is a ragged boogie that 
channels the duelling guitars of The Allman Brothers. 

IN SILICO 

Pendulum (album, Warner Bros) 

Described variously as “transonic”, “clattering” and 
even “indescribably exciting” by awestruck hacks 
desperate to latch on to the next big thing, Australian 
danceheads Pendulum look set to conquer the 
airwaves with their messy mash-up of drum ’n’ bass, 
pop, rock and mariachi. But while eclecticism is 
praiseworthy, there’s a sense they’ve hurriedly dressed 
up some bog-standard d’n’b with stadium rock bells 
and whistles just to win themselves Radio 1 ubiquity. 
Scratch away the strikingly self-conscious cool and you 
soon realise there’s little here to get in a lather over.

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500 miles ahead in style 


Fiat's 500 is the citycar of the moment so 
JUNE NEARY takes one for a test drive...

I AM pleased to say that I 
don’t remember the original 
Fiat 500. It was half a 
century ago that car was 
launched after all. 

So 1 can’t tell you whether the 
latest Fiat 500 is a true retro 
tribute to the original. Sorry. 

But of course, like me, you don’t 
care. All that matters is that it’s 
cute, it’s nippy and it’s the latest 
thing to be seen in. 

A MINI? That’s so yesterday ... 

I was a bit disappointed to learn 
that for all its Italian heritage, this 
car is in fact built in Poland. 

Oh well, better news comes in the 
realisation that it shares its 
platform with the next generation 
of Ford Ka and, as even I know, 
that car has a reputation to keep as 
a fabulous steer. 

At 1.65m wide, 1.49m high and 
3.55m long, the 500 doesn’t take up 
a great deal of space. For 
reference, a MINI is 1.91m wide, 
1.40m high and 3.68m long: in 


other words much wider, a little 
lower and a fair bit longer. 

Even Renault’s second-generation 
Twingo, at 3.60m, won’t fit into 
some parking spaces the 500 will 
be able to squeeze into. 

My local Lidl supermarket has a 
ridiculously tight underground car 
park, so I can testify to the benefits 
of this. 

Delicious design details drip from 
the 500. It’s like a tiny pearl, 
especially when the ivory finish 
interior fitted to my test car is 
specified. 

There’s a very well-judged blend of 
retro chic and ruthlessly modern 
contemporary design inside, with 
circular head restraints, a glass 
roof and iconic 500 badging on the 
Panda-sourced dashboard. 
Chrome-ringed vents and a fascia 
that can be specified in the same 
colour as the body are just some of 
the interior design features. 

The exterior treatment is cool and 
clean, too. The neighbours had a 


good old stare. 

Fiat knows how to make great 
little engines for great little cars. 
Indeed, the 75bhp 1.3-litre 16v 
Multijet diesel engine fitted to the 
500 is so good that it rather 
overshadows the otherwise 
excellent pair of petrol 
powerplants. These comprise an 
entry-level 69bhp 1.2 8v and a 
punchy lOObhp 1.4-litre 16v. 

Five- or six-speed manual 
transmissions are offered and the 
500 has apparently been designed 
to replicate the original car’s 
nimble feel and ability to put a 
smile on its driver’s face. 

You do have to qualify all of this 
by pointing out that all of this 
under-bonnet stuff is available in a 


car that costs significantly less, 
offers five rather than three doors 
and boasts extra luggage space: 
Fiat’s own Panda. But then, you 
only live once and how often are 
you going to need five doors in a 
citycar anyway? 

If it helps you to justify things. 
Fiat claims that body rigidity is 
around 10 per cent better than the 
Panda, so in theory the 500 should 
be slightly more crash-proof 
When this car was first mooted. 
Fiat talked of a starting pricing at 
around the £10,000 mark, a move 
that would have seen this model 
dead in the water before it started. 
Fortunately, wiser heads prevailed 
and, at a starting figure of £7,900, 
the 500 looks decent value. 


If you don’t care about badge 
equity, don’t mind about the fact 
that you get only three doors and 
get the right deal, the Fiat will 
make plenty of sense. 

Fiat’s Panda is one of the cheapest 
cars to own, so the 500 will prove 
little different. 

The Multijet diesel version will 
average over 65mpg, with the 1.2- 
litre petrol unit not far behind on 
around 50mpg. 

Depreciation won’t be anything 
like at MINI levels but will be 
much better than you’d expect on a 
Panda. Which is good news since 
insurance costs shouldn’t be much 
more expensive. 

I much prefer this approach to 
retro design to the kind of thing 
BMW have delivered us with the 
MINI. 

It seems more real somehow - and 
infinitely more exciting. The fact 
that it’s more affordable too is just 
the icing on the cake. 

Right now, this is the most 
fashionable thing to be seen in up 
and down the high street. 

How long it will remain that way 
is, of course, quite another 
question.

HANGING baskets are a sure-fire way of adding a mass of 
: colour and texture to the outside of your home - but what if 
f your patio is north-facing? How are you going to make a dull 
shady area sizzle with colour? 

Many gardeners avoid placing hanging baskets in shade, but 
there are some plants that will do well without direct sun and 
still provide a splash of colour where it is needed. 

The most obvious bedding plants which can withstand shade 
[ are Busy Lizzies, which you can plant successfully in wire 
hanging baskets, not just on the surface of the basket but 
also in slits in the liner around the sides. Trailing varieties of 
Busy Lizzies including 'Spellbound' are now available, to 
provide your shady spot with a ball of colour all summer. 
Alternatively, if you want an ideal specimen in the centre of 
? your basket, go for one of the New Guinea Busy Lizzies, which 
are larger and more leafy.

Sawbridgeworth won by two wickets 
(Home Counties Premier League, div two east) 

SAWBRIDGEWORTH skipper 
Danny Wilson joked that even he 
was scared of his own bowler - as 
West Indian paceman Andrew 
Richardson put the fear of God 
up Hertford. 

Last Saturday’s win saw Richardson 
bowl brilliantly to take 5-32. 

Then, 17-year-old opening batsman 
Steve Ashman seored 62 not out - his first 
league half century for the first team - as 
the hosts reached the modest target of 129 
with 28.5 overs to spare. 

Wilson said: “Andrew [Richardson] just 
terrorised them. I was scared at first slip 
and I was 45 yards away and not 22! 

“He was bowling in the mid to late eight¬ 
ies (mph). He made them play at everything 
- he got it into the right areas and it was a 
joy to watch.” 

Hertford skipper Scott Ruskin won the 
toss and elected to bat, but the visitors col¬ 
lapsed dramatically to 19-4. 

Openers William Bancroft and Krishan 
Canagasabey put on 16 (nine were extras) 
before both were bowled for 4 and 3 by 
Richardson. 

The quick bowler then had Richard 
Cordingley caught at slip by Tom Small 
before the Hertford captain gloved an 


unplayable delivery to Simon Greenall. 

Hertford’s overseas player, Sandan Dias, 
then counter-attacked smashing a 28-ball 
40 in a fifth-wicket stand of 46 with Ollie 
Ray before the former was caught by Ryan 
Cunningham at cover off Richardson. 

After Richardson came off, Paul James 
struck, having Tom Bancroft fall to a bril¬ 
liant catch at leg slip by Dean Lloyd. 

Ray, who had batted patiently for 13, was 
bowled by Cunningham to leave Hertford 
tottering at 83-7. 

Chris Box (17) and Lee Beskeen (14) 
added 23 for the eighth wicket before 
Wilson had both players caught behind in 


his first two overs. 

Cunningham then had Nizar Mohammed 
caught for 6 as Hertford went for 128. 

In the third over of Sawbridgeworth’s 
reply, Lloyd survived an early scare as he 
was caught off a Dias no-ball. 

Lloyd and Ashman put on 57 for the first 
wicket, before the former was bowled by 
Mitchell Perry for 14. 

Small was trapped Ibw to Box without 
scoring to leave the hosts on 58-2. 

Wilson batted fluently sweeping the spin 
of Canagasabey, while Ashman blossomed 
and scored the winning runs with his 11th 
four.
